associates with Kennedy’s political 
manuevering. 
“Yes, I guess the Kennedy crowd is 
just laying in the bushes just waiting to 
make their move,” President Nixon 
said to White House counsel John W. 
Dean III during an Oval Office con­ 
versation Feb. 28, 1972, three weeks 
after the Senate’s special committee 
was created with Ervin as chairman. 
In the same conversation, Nixon told 
Dean that former Atty. Gen. Robert F. 
Kennedy was ruthless and that former

“believed that Bobby bugged him.” 
In discussing the formation of the 
Senate Watergate committee, Dean 
suggested that the administration 
could “make it through these things 
and minimal people will be hurt,” and 
added that the legislators “may even 
paint themselves as being such par­ 
tisans and off base, that they are really 
damaging to the institutions of govern­ 
ment themselves.”

“Mr. Chotiner stated to several 
dairymen that Mr. Ehrlichman ex­ 
pected the dairy industry to reaffirm 
its$2-million “commitment” in light of 
a forthcoming increase in milk price 
supports,” the letter said. 
The letter said the assertion is based 
on “material in the possession of the 
com mittee.’’ This m aterial was 
su llied by the Senate Watergate 
Committee, which opened its files on 
the milk-fund affair to House im­ 
peachment probers. 
Chotiner’s alleged request came one 
day after Nixon overruled the 
Agriculture Department on milk 
prices and one day before the decision 
to raise prices was announced of­ 
ficially. 
The White House has said that 
President Nixon was aware that 
dairymen had promised to give up to $2 
million to his 1972 re-election cam­ 


paign. That word had been relayed to 
him by his special counsel, Charles W.

But the White House has denied that 
the promise of money played any role 
in Nixon’s decision to raise milk 
prices.

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) - President 
Nixon, faced with hecklers in his first 
appearance since making public the 
edited transcripts of Watergate tapes, 
says it’s time to “get on with the 
business of America.” 
Nixon was unable to ignore a small 
but determined band of vocal critics 
among a by-invitation-only crowd of 
13,000 Friday night at a Republican 
rally in Phoenix Coliseum. 
As the critics jeered and shouted 
hostile remarks, the President said 
near the beginning of his off-the-cuff 
remarks. 
“In the great American tradition, we 
have some here who are against us. We 
have more who are for us. And all of 
you are welcome.” 
While the great majority in the 
audience seemed friendly, the per­ 
sistence of the hecklers prompted 
Nixon to remark that the American 
right of free speech carried with it “the 
responsibility to keep quiet while 
someone else is talking.” 
Referring directly to his Watergate 
troubles for the first time in recent 
public appearances, Nixon said he had 
provided the House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee with “all of the relevant 
evidence” it needs to complete its 
impeachment inquiry.

Watergate behind us and get on with 
the business of America,” he con­ 
tinued. 
From Phoenix, Nixon and wife Pat 
were bound today for Spokane, Wash., 
where the President will formally open 
the Expo ’74 world’s fair. 
The White House made careful 
preparations for the two appearances, 
sending advance men into both cities 
last week. Security in Phoenix was 
unusually tight, as many more Nixon 
critics than were inside the coliseum 
gathered outside.

The Coliseum 
was decked out as if for a campaign 
appearance. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Maurice H. 
Stans, President Nixon’s chief political 
fund-raiser, is invoking the Fifth 
Amendment to avoid surrendering po­ 
litical records needed for a probe of 
bribery, conspiracy and other crimes, 
the special prosecutor’s office says. 


Chief U.S. District Judge George L. 
Hart Jr. said Friday he believes good 
cause has been shown why a subpoena 
should be enforced and ordered Stans 
to appear in court May 15 to explain 
why he is refusing to surrender the 
documents. 


Special Prosecutor Leon Jaworski is 
seeking the contents of three locked 
filing cabinets in the offices of the 
Committee for the Re-Election of the 
President, for which Stans, a former 
secretary of commerce, served as 
Finance chairman. 
Jaworski’s office told the court in a 
statement filed FYiday that the in­ 
vestigation also centers on allegations 
of illegal campaign contributions and 
possible violation of a law forbidding 
promises of government employment 
or benefits in return for political ac­ 
tions such as campaign contributions. 
The statement called the documents 


sought “relevant and important 
evidence’’ and added: 
“It appears that Mr. Stans has at­ 
tempted to place these documents 
beyond the reach of the grand jury on 
the basis of his Fifth Amendment 
privilege against compulsory self-in- 
crimination.” 
Jaworski maintained that the Fifth 
Amendment does not protect records 
filed in the course of a political cam­ 
paign. 
He said his office has no interest in 
any truly personal records but does 
want Stans’ political 
files, ap­ 
pointment and telephone logs, con­ 
tribution records and all lists recom­ 
mending campaign contributors for 
federal jobs. 
The subpoena, issued Feb. 25, also 
asked fcr all lists prepared by Stans of 
persons who were asked to contribute 
to the Nixon campaign but refused. 
Last week, Stans and former Atty.

Glenn, Metzenbaum In Close Contest 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Two 
wealthy businessmen — U.S. Sen. 
Howard M. Metzenbaum and folk hero 
John Glenn — empty their pockets 
daily. 
At each stop on their separate 
campaigns 
for 
the Democratic 
nomination to the U.S. Senate to be 
decided in Tuesday’s primary, Glenn 
and Metzenbaum explain how they 
have come clean by revealing their net 
worth and disclosing back taxes. 
In one more effect of Watergate, a 
flock of other statewide and minor 
candidates have followed suit in efforts 
to assire the voter they, too, are pure. 
Common Cause, a national citizens 
lobby project, moved into the state to 
coordinate a voluntary financial 
disclosure program. 
Metzenbaum and Glenn agree on 
many issues. 


But it was Glenn who early made 
public his private finances, listing his 
net worth at $767,000. Glenn then told 
Metzenbaum he would only debate 
when both candidates’ tax records 
were on the table. 
Metzenbaum responded, going one 
better than Glenn and opening his back 
tax records 
to the 
mid-60s. He 
disclosed his net worth at $3.6 million. 
Two weeks ago, Metzenbaum was 
behind Glenn by two percentage points 
in a private poll. 
After the tax disclosure which 
followed that survey, Metzenbaum 
took the offensive. In a recent poll, the 
Cleveland Plain Dealer said Met­ 
zenbaum led with 44 per cent of the 
vote to Glenn’s 38 per cent. 
Metzenbaum enjoys the role of ifi- 
cumbent. He took over the Senate seat 
of William Saxbe, appointed by 


President Nixon late last year as at­ 
torney general. 
The 
ever-moving 
Metzenbaum 
spends most of his time in Ohio, 
returning to Washington for crucial 
Senate votes. 
Glenn, on the campaign trail longer, 
takes a more leisurely pace, wooing 
the factory worker and blacks — the 
area of his weakest support. 


The campaign is a rematch of 1970 
when Glenn, the first American to 
orbit the world, lost to Metzenbaum by 
13,000 in the Democratic primary. 
Metzenbaum was later defeated by 
U.S. Sea Robert Taft Jr. in the general 
election. 
Metzenbaum, a labor attorney, 
received party and union leaders 
endorsements. 
Glenn searches for defectors. Some 


local unions have thrown their support 
behind Glenn. 
In Akron, a city where 34,000 factory 
workers are employed by four major 
tire companies and Glenn lost in 1970, 
the Akron Beacon Journal backed 
Glenn. 
“Glenn’s main argument, to us, is 
that he is a scientist who understands 
the complex technology of today and 
who can put it to use...” the newspaper 
said. 
“Metzenbaum may be a busi­ 
nessman, but he doesn’t act, talk or 
vote like one. He has, rather, struck us 
as taking the opportunistic side of 
almost every issue.” 
Gov. John J. Gilligan, who appointed 
Metzenbaum under reported national 
labor pressure, said the two would vote 
the same way on 98 per cent of the 
issues.

Insecticide 
For Corn

Which soil insecticide should be used 
in corn this year? This is a choice 
producers have to make for a sizable 
corn acreage in Ohio each year, says 
B. D. Blair, Extension Entomologist at 
The Ohio State University. 
The selection can be made correctly 
only after a study of all available facts, 
he says. Rotation, crop usage, field 
history, planting date, cost, equipment 
available to apply insecticide, tillage 
method, and availability of compound, 
all must be considered, he explains. 
Rotation plays a part in some ex­ 
pected problems, Blair says. In the 
case of northern com rootworm, 
rotation can be used as a control 
measure. Too, very few soil insect 
problems have been observed in Ohio 
where a soybean-corn rotation is used. 
However, many insects can be ex­ 
pected where pasture and meadow 
fields of long-standing have been 
plowed up and planted to corn. In 
continuous corn, northern corn root- 
worms have to be considered and 
controls applied, he says. 
Persistent compounds, broadcast 
and incorporated before plantinr to 
give control of wireworms and cut­ 
worms, are recommended in Ohio for 
use only on non-livestock farms. The 
same holds true where corn is to be 
grown continuously and harvested for 
grain only. A field history, particularly 
of wireworms, is helpful in selection of 
compounds, even in rootworm com­ 
pounds, since some rootworm com­ 
pounds give partial control of 
wireworms. 
Blair says base your selection of 
compounds on the problem of each 
field. Then narrow the selection down 
tty referring to factors previously 
listed. This should result in a logical 
fitting of the control to the problem, he 
says. In many cases it will mean the 
use of several compounds on a given 
farm.

merely pulls its head back into the bag 
and is protected. 
Damage to plants is caused by 
larvae feeding on plant foliage. As the 
larvae grow, their appetites get bigger 
and they cause severe defoliation of 
plants. Eaten areas on evergreens do 
not fill in with new growth, if the 
damage is severe. This alters the 
shape and spoils the beauty of the 
plant. I .ack of controls can result in 
death of the plant. 


The bagworm is especially fond of 
junipers, cedars, arborvitae and white 
pine. Also, it is found feeding on a 
number of shade trees and shrubs. 


Bagworms spend the winter as eggs 
inside the bag. Several hundred eggs 
may be laid in a bag. Since some bags 
contain only males, no eggs will be 
present 
when 
these 
bags 
are 
examined. 
Eggs hatch in late May in Southern 
Ohio and the first half of June in 
Northern Ohio. Upon hatching, young 
larvae craw out of the bottom of the 
bag and begin feeding and con­ 
structing silken shelters over their 
bodies. As they feed and grow, the 
bags enlarge. Pieces of foliage, bits of 
bark, or other plant parts are used in 
the covering of the bags. 


Feeding and growth continue until 
August. Then the fullgrown larvae and 
bags are about two and one-half inches 
long. Feeding stops and the worms 
loop strands of silk around a twig to 
firmly attach the bag. Following 
closing of the bag, larvae reverse their 
position so their heads are facing 
downward. Then they change to the 
pupal stage. 
The male moth emerges about four 
weeks later, finds a bag with a female 
inside, and mates. The female deposits 
a mass of eggs inside the bag, wiggles 
out, and drops to the ground where she 
dies. Eggs remain in the bag during 
the winter, beginning the cycle over 
again. There is only one generation of 
bagworms each year. 
One of the best ways to control 
bagworms is by hand-picking the bags 
in the fall, winter, or before the eggs 
hatch in the spring. Chemical control 
consists of spraying when the 
bagworms have hatched out and are 
still small. 
Insecticides such as Se vin, cygon or 
De-Fend, Spectracide, chlordane, or 
malathion sprayed on the plant in 
early June will destroy the young 
worms. Be sure to follow label in­ 
structions when using chemicals to 
control bagworms.

As you begin to put away woolens for 
winter, the USDA suggests you treat 
them with protective sprays of an oil 
solution 
insecticide 
containing 
methoxychlor, Strobane, or Perthane. 
Spray the surfaces until lightly moist 
and allow them to dry before you wear 
or store them. Regular brushing and 
sunning helps get rid of insects, eggs 
and larvae on your woolen clothing, 
blankets, and upholstery. The use of 
moth crystals (if you can stand them) 
is effective. Store woolens in a tight 
container to hold in the crystal vapor. 
Cedar chests are good pestproof 
containers because of their tight 
construction, but the USDA says to use 
moth crystals after the cedar chest is 
two years old. 


soybean oil, 9 per cent corn syrup and I 
, per cent vitamins and minerals. 
There is a growing use of whey in 
this country, but less than 45 per cent 
of the whey actually gets used. The 
rest ends up in sewers, lakes, rivers, 
etc. Whey is so nutritious that plant 
growth becomes a problem where it is 
dumped! With food shortages in this 
country, too, one wonders why we’re 
feeding sewers. 


I vaguely remember learning in 
history class about a session of the U. 
S. Congress when they had “ surplus” 
money. Don’t get shaky — this was in 
the late 1800’s. The Congressmen 
promptly spent it all and never again 
were bothered with such a strange, 
undemocratic problem. During the 
fifties and sixties a similar problem of 
surplus nonfat dry milk burdened the 
government. The mountains of surplus 
have become molehills as the milk was 
distributed to millions of hungry 
people around the world. Last spring it 
was taken off the U. S. give-away list - 
quite a blow to the world’s hungry. 
However, a new “ whey-soy drink mix” 
will soon replace the nonfat dry milk 
and be fed to IO million hungry people 
in 50 countries. The “ whey-soy” 
product offers the same nutritional 
qualities as whole milk, but costs 15 
cents a quart reconstituted, including 
over-seas shipping charges. Water 
added, it looks like rich milk with lots 
of cream, with a slight soybean flavor. 
The mixture is 41 per cent whey, 37 per 
cent full fat soy flour, 12 per cent 


I received a report from our O.S.U. 
Extension Entomologist (bug expert) 
B. D. Blair. He tells us the proposed 
Ohio State Insect, the lady bug, is a 
sign of spring when she emerges from 
hibernation. The little beetles do not 
bite, sting, smell, or contaminate food.

A 
cost 
sharing 
conservation 
program for private pasture land in 
Ohio is one of the efforts being en­ 
couraged now through programs 
available at the Pickaway County 
Agricultural Stabilization and Con­ 
servation Service (ASCS) Office, 
according to Walton W. Spangler, 
executive director. 
Sixty per cent of the pasture land in 
Ohio needs conservation treatment, 
said Spangler. Practices available in 
Pickaway County are: Establishing 
Permanent Vegetative Cover and 
Improving Permanent Vegetative 
Cover. 
“ Inadequate treatment of our 
pastures results in erosion of the land 
and sedimentation of waterways,” 
said Spangler. Some of the most 
critical conservation problems cannot 
be dealt with by individual land­ 
owners. As agricultural demands 
grow, rural conservation is a more 
vital need requiring corrective action 
and public assistance. What happens 
in each potentially valuable range or 
pasture affects the land and people 
around it, and the nation. 
From 50 to 75 per cent cost sharing is 
available for qualified applicants in 
the federal program this year. Funds 
are allocated through the new Rural 
Environmental Conservation Program 
(RECP) and the reinstated 1973 Rural 
Environmental Assistance Program 
(REA P). . 
In addition to pasture land im­ 
provements, cost sharing is available 
for 
conservation 
practices 
on 
cropland, woodlands and on other 
agricultural areas. Interested persons 
are urged to visit the ASCS county 
office to sign up as soon as possible. 


Appraisal 
Needed For 
Disaster Claims 


Producers participating in the feed 
grain and wheat programs who plan to 
abandon crops planted on allotment 
acreage and damaged by natural 
disaster should have the crops ap­ 
praised before putting the land to other 
use, 
the 
U.S. 
Department 
of 
Agriculture cautioned today. 


Under the Agriculture and Con­ 
sumer Protection Act of 1973 a 
producer may qualify for a special 
feed grain or wheat payment when a 
natural disaster causes crop damage. 
Department officials advise a 
producer whose allotment land is 
struck by a disaster to follow this 
procedure: 
Report the disaster damage to the 
county ASCS Office. 
Before putting the crop or land to 
another use, have an ASCS official or 
his designated representative appraise 
the damage. 
After the appraisal is completed the 
acreage will be released by ASCS for 
other uses. 
If the producer should decide to 
harvest the damaged crop after it is 
appraised, he must report the har­ 
vested production to the county ASCS 
Office. If after appraisal he grazes and 
then harvests the appraised crop, 
eligibility for payment purposes will 
be determined on the basis of the 
higher of the appraised production or 
the actual harvest production.

We’re likely to hav e lu lling frosts 
y et, ev en u p to May 15 or 20.1 su spose a 
lot of g ardeners will take a chance and 
plant some frost su sceptible plants by 
May 1 any way . If y ou do, be prepared 
to cov er them when there are frost 
warning s. 
Once y ou r g arden plants are u p and 
g rowing , u se mu lches to conserv e 
moistu re, control weeds and redu ce 
the amou nt of fru it rot. You ’ll hav e to 
inspect often for insects and disease 
problems. Keep a close check and g et 
these pests before they g et y ou r plants. 
A reg u lar spray prog ram, based on 
recommendations, will help protect 
y ou r g arden.

Most hacky ard fru it trees su ch as 
apple were at the rig ht stag e for first 
fu ng icide spray s (for diseases) ov er 
the weekend. Apples were in the tig ht 
clu ster state (in central Ohio) and are 
probably in the open clu ster to fu ll 
bloom stag es by now. 
Ex tension leaflet No. 1, Disease and 
Insect Control for the Control of Pests 
in Backy ard Fru its, inclu des a spray 
schedu le for y ou r fru it trees. It’s a fu ll- 
season job, bu t y ou ’ll say it was worth 
it when y ou bite into a crisp apple this 
fall. 
Spray ing to control scale insects, 
Eu ropean mites, aphids, scab, black 
rot and a host of other insects and 
diseases is a mu st if y ou want g ood, 
sou nd fru it this y ear. So g et a copy of 
L-l. 11 tells y ou what to u se and when to 
u seit. 
Dandelions 
Dandelions popped u p all ov er, so be 
carefu l with the weed killers. It’s 
alrig ht to kill weeds in the spring . You 
ju st want to be carefu l not to kill 
v eg etable and flower g arden plants 
arou nd the edg es. Be su re to control 
y ou r spray to the areas y ou want to 
treat and don’t let chemicals drift on to 
y ou r neig hbors plants. A little later 
when tomato plants are g rowing , ju st 
the drift of fu mes from weed killers 
can make y ou r tomato plants ‘‘g o 
crazy ” if it doesn’t kill them.

“ Tractors won’t run on 
fuel 
priorities alone,’’ a federal farm of­ 
ficial today cautioned Ohio’s farmers 
and local fuel dealers. 
Harle H. Hicks, state executive 
director 
of 
the 
Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation Ser­ 
vice, said his Columbus office learned 
Wednesday that plowing and planting 
on a few farms had stopped because 
gasoline tanks ran dry. 
“ We were able to get prompt ac­ 
tion-cut red tape—at the Regional 
and State Energy Offices, and with two 
major suppliers. Advance deliveries 
that were then promised by the 
petroleum companies avoided the 
shut-down of 70 to 80 tractors,” Hicks 
said. 
Usually early good weather for 
field operations brought on an ex­ 
ceptional amount of farming activity, 
and local dealers’ supplies in two in­ 
stances were exhaused a week before 
their next deliveries was authorized,” 
he explained. 
‘‘Unfortunately, the 
dealers affected had not taken the 
steps necessary to insure adequate 
supplies before their situation was 
critical.” 
F armers and local fuel dealers who 
supply them are advised to contact 
their county ASCS Office when they 
are in danger of running out of gasoline 
and diesel fuel & unable to obtain an 


adequate supply. 
Reports from over the State indicate 
petroleum suppliers have honored 
valid requests based on the high 
priority given agricultural produc­ 
tion—IOO 
per 
cent 
of 
current 
requirements. 
Exceptions 
have 
resulted where suppliers lacked the 
product to deliver because of a 
refinery shutdown. 
The top priority position for in­ 
dividuals and companies in the food 
and fiber production chain is based on 
the importance of agriculture in the 
national economy. 
‘‘Farm commodities and their prices 
are so basic to the general welfare that 
interruptions of farming should con­ 
cern us all,” Hicks observed. 
A point he emphasized is that while 
agriculture has top priority for fuel, its 
share of the available supply is very 
small-about four per cent of the total 
gasoline allocations for the State. 
“ I’m advised by Federal Energy 
officials that agriculture will receive 
just 16.1 million gallons of the total 
411.7 million allocated to Ohio during 
April,” Hicks said. “ Therefore, I ’m 
hopeful that motorists inconvenienced 
by closed service stations will not 
blame our farmers for the gasoline 
shortage.” 
He said the diesel supply situation 
currently appears to be very good.

Gardening Underway 
Just about everybody was digging in 
their gardens over 
the weekend, 
folio wing a week of beautiful spring 
weather. And we couldn’t ask for more 
cooperation from the weatherman. 
Monday, 
following 
garden 
preparation, lawn fertilization, and 
other landscape jobs, we got a good 
rain to settle the soil and soak in the 
fertilizer. I/x)ks like a great spring 
ahead. 
Except for those cool season 
vegetables such as cabbages, onions, 
kohlrabi and others, better not rush the 
season on beans, squash, cucumber, 
muskmelon, tomato, pepper and the 
like. We’re likely to have killing frosts 
yet, even up to May 15 or 20.1 suspose a 
lot of gardeners will take a chance and 
plant some frost susceptible plants by 
May I anyway. If you do, be prepared 
to cover them when there are frost 
warnings. 
Once your garden plants are up and 
growing, use mulches to conserve 
moisture, control weeds and reduce 
the amount of fruit rot. You’ll have to 
inspect often for insects and disease 
problems. Keep a close check and get 
these pests before they get your plants. 
A regular spray program, based on 
recommendations, will help protect 
your garden. 
Backyard Fruits 
Most backyard fruit trees such as 
apple were at the right stage for first 
fungicide sprays (for diseases) over 
the weekend. Apples were in the tight 
cluster state (in central Ohio) and are 
probably in the open cluster to full 
bloom stages by now. 
Extension leaflet No. I, Disease and 
Insect Control for the Control of Pests 
in Backyard Fruits, includes a spray 
schedule for your fruit trees. Ifs a full- 
season job, but you’ll say it was worth 
it when you bite into a crisp apple this 
fall. 
Spraying to control scale insects, 
European mites, aphids, scab, black 
rot and a host of other insects and 
diseases is a must if you want good, 
sound fruit this year. So get a copy of 
L r l. It tells you what to use and when to 
jseit. 
Dandelions 
Dandelions popped up all over, so be 
careful with the weed killers. It’s 
aright to kill weeds in the spring. You 
ust want to be careful not to kill 
^getable and flower garden plants 
round the edges. Be sure to control 
our spray to the areas you want to 
reat and don’t let chemicals drift on to 
our neighbors plants. A little later 
hen tomato plants are growing, just 
ie drift of fumes from weed killers 
an make your tomato plants “ go 
razy” if it doesn’t kill them. Even 
riving a car is safe if you do it right.

It believ ed Stans 
wh en h e said h is money lap ses were 
d u e to h is worry ov er h is sick wife, a 
d efense p loy th at mu st h av e ap p ealed 
to Mitch ell, too. 
In sh ort, it believ ed and sent th em 
from th e cou rth ou se free men — ex ­ 
cep t for wh at will be somewh at 
astronomical legal bills. Ou tsid e th e 
cou rth ou se, th e TV cameras crou ch ed , 
red ey es bu rning, and record ed th e 
h ap p y word s of th e acq u itted — 
against a back grou nd of boos from 
sp ectators. Stans said , in effect 
“Nev er again.” Mitch ell, after stating 
th at th e first th ing h e was going to d o 
was go somep lace and bu y h imself a 
q u iet d rink , p raised th e ju ry sy stem.

Time Magazine, Little, 
Brown and Co., and Colu mbia 
Univ ersity are th e beneficiaries of 
miles of tap e d ictated bv Nik ita 
Sergey ev ich Kh ru sh ch ev from th e 
time h e was bou nced into th e statu s of 
an u np erson, u ntil h e d ied . 
Bu t, as in th e Nix on tap es, th ere are 
omissions. Mr. Kh ru sh ch ev mak es 
little or no mention of th e cir­ 
cu mstances su rrou nd ing h is ou ster, 
and only p assing reference to h is 
ascension to Stalin’s th rone ov er 
Lav renti Beria’s d ead bod y . 
Kh ru sh ch ev ’s statu re as a liberal, 


Ru ssian sty le, will be enh anced by 
th ese new d isclosu res — wh ich 
reach ed th e West by d ev iou s rou tes 
and d ev ices. In th e solitu d e of wh at 
amou nted to h is h ou se arrest, h e 
mou rned h is role in th e cru sh ing of 
Sov iet Man’s ind iv id u ality . He told h is 
tap e record er th at h e h ad gone along 
with

Boris 
Pasternak ’s “Doctor Zh iv ago” (wh o 
was forbid d en to leav e th e U.S.S.R. to 
receiv e th e Nobel Prize) with ou t 
h av ing read th e book .

“If th e book was really of low artistic 
q u ality (ed . note: as ch arged by h is 
ad v isors) th en th at ju d gment sh ou ld 
be left to th e read er. Read ers sh ou ld be 
giv en a ch ance to mak e th eir own 
ju d gments; 
and 
ad ministrativ e 
measu res, p olice measu res, sh ou ld not 
be u sed . In general, I th ink we sh ou ld 
be more tolerant and ex tend wid er 
op p ortu nities to ou r creativ e in­ 
telligentsia.”

Dear Mr. B.: 
Brigh t’s d isease, named after th e 
d octor wh o first d escribed it, refers to 
many forms of k id ney d isease. 
An infection of th e k id ney is k nown 
as nep h ritis. Th is ex ists in a v ariety of 
forms. Acu te nep h ritis is an infection 
of su d d en onset wh ich , wh en treated 
intensiv ely with mod ern antibiotics, 
can be controlled . 
If th e fu nction of th e k id ney is 
mark ed ly imp aired th e p roblem 
becomes ch ronic and more d ifficu lt to 
treat. 
Th e ou tlook for ev en sev ere forms of 
nep h ritis is mu ch brigh ter now th an it 
formerly was. 
Th e k id ney s p lay an imp ortant role 
in clearing waste p rod u cts from th e 
blood and ex creting th em in th e u rine. 
Wh en k id ney fu nction is imp aried , 
th ese h armfu l waste p rod u cts tend to 
accu mu late, and remain concentrated 
in th e blood . 
Th e k id ney mach ine, a remark able 
engineering d ev ice, cleans th e blood of 
th ese tox ic p oisons and k eep s many 
p eop le aliv e and fu nctioning. 
You r greatest contribu tion to y ou r 
relativ e is to giv e h im emotional 
su p p ort and assu rance wh ile th e 
d octor’s intensiv e treatment continu es 


with ou t interru p tion.

Th e obv iou s comment abou t a longer 
p regnancy was th at th e av erage birth 
weigh t of th e babies was greater th an 
th at of babies d eliv ered wh en th ey 
were actu ally d u e. 
Probably th e most imp ortant 
Knowled ge gained from th is stu d y of 
more th an 12,000 infants was th at th ere 
were no more abnormalities in th ese 
large grou p th an in th ose ch ild ren wh o 
were bom in th e normal time.

Work ers Union members and Oh io 
Univ ersity ad ministrators may con­ 
tinu e talk s Mond ay in th eir efforts to 
set u p an election to d etermine a 
bargaining agent for abou t 2,-000 
stu d ent work ers. 


In a two-h ou r session Frid ay , OU 
officials agreed to p ermit th ree p olling 
p laces instead of one central location, 
said Peggy Black p u blic information 
officer. SWU h ad ask ed for sev eral 
p olling p laces. 


Th e two grou p s still h av e not agreed 
h owev er, on h ow many stu d ents mu st 
v ote in th e election. Th e u niv ersity 
say s at least 80 p er cent of h ou rly 
emp loy es mu st v ote, and a majority of 
th e 80 p er cent will d etermine th e of­ 
ficial bargaining agent. 


Stu d ents want only a majority of 
th ose v oting to select th e rep resent­ 
ativ e for stu d ent work ers. 
Mrs. Black said an election cou ld 
tak e p lace in two week s if stu d ents 
accep t th e u niv ersity p rop osal. Th ey 
will let ad ministrators k now by Su n­ 
d ay if th ey want to resu me talk s Mon­ 
d ay , sh e said .

NEW YORK (AP) - High interest 
rates and a d isp irited stock mark et are 
h av ing mu ltip le effects on American 
bu siness, few of th em totally d esirable. 
Th e sp irit of entrep reneu rsh ip is, for 
th e time being, stifled . Beginning and 
small comp anies cannot h op e to raise 
money in th e lifeless new-issu es 
mark et, wh ere fiv e y ears ago sp ecu la­ 
tors begged for a sh are of any new 
stock . 
Wh o will bu y th e stock of an u ntested 
ou tfit wh en th e lik es of Ch ry sler, Ford 
and General Motors find it d ifficu lt to 
mark et th eir sh ares? Some large 
comp anies comp lain, in fact, of a 
cap ital sh ortage. 
Small bu siness also find s itself 
fru strated in th e cred it mark ets, 
wh ere loans cost consid erably more 
th an th e p rime rate, wh ich is now u p to 
10^4 p er cent. Ch arges of 15 p er cent 
are more common for small bu siness. 
Corp orate 
m ergers, 
wh ich 
p roliferate wh en th e mark et is activ e, 
are at a v ery low ebb. A comp any with 
a p rice-earnings mu ltip le of fiv e isn’t 
inclined to u se its stock to bu y anoth er 
comp any . 
If, as was fairly common a few y ears 
ago, its mu ltip le was 35 — meaning 
inv estors were willing to p ay 35 times 
earnings for a sh are — a comp any 
cou ld obtain a real bargain by u sing 
th ose sh ares to bu y a smaller concern. 
Bu t th e av erage p -e ratio of all 
stock s in th e Dow Jones av erage of 30 
ind u strials was 9.7 at th e close of last 
week . A y ear ago th e ratio was 13.7 
times earnings, and ju st a few y ears 
ago arou nd 18. 
Moreov er, th ose cash -rich com­ 
p anies th at were so attractiv e to 
merger-mind ed conglomerates in 1968 
are far less common tod ay . Few well- 
ru n concerns are inclined to borrow 
money at h igh rates wh en th ey can u se 
th eir own. 
Cash flows are being p inch ed , ju st as 
th ey are in h ou seh old s, none more 
d ramatically th an at Consolid ated 
Ed ison, th e big New York u tility th at 
omitted a q u arterly d iv id end for th e 
first time in 89 y ears. 
Wh en someth ing of th at sort h ap ­ 
p ens, it flies abov e th e money mark et 
lik e a red storm flag. Fear sp read s 
th at oth er u tilities migh t d o th e same. 
And so u tility p rices h av e fallen 
sh arp ly in th e p ast week . 
Th e effort by th e Fed eral Reserv e 
Board to cu t d own inflation d oes ap ­ 
p ear to be h av ing an imp act. Some 
bu sinesses are being forced to cu rtail 
activ ities, th u s reliev ing some in­ 
flationary p ressu re. 
Bu t many oth er bu sinesses continu e 
to seek money for ex p ansion, and so 
far not ev en th e h ieh est inter^t rat« c 
of th is centu ry seem to d eter th em. 
And th at means interest rates 
p robably will rise ev en more. 
Inflation p ersists lik e a h ou seh old 
gu est. Weren’t h igh interest rates 
su p p osed to h av e d islod ged th e u n­ 
welcome lod ger?

Has any one not felt th e p inch of 
h igh er p rices and inflation lately ? 
Groceries, gasoline, cloth ing, lu mber 
-- ev ery th ing seems to be going u p . 
We are in th e bu siness of ed u cating 
th e ch ild ren of Logan Elm Sch ool 
District. We, too, face th e same 
p roblems y ou face at th e grocery 
store. In th e sch ools, ev ery th ing costs 
more th an it d id one y ear ago. Pap er 
p rod u cts, inclu d ing tex tbook s, h av e 
increased 15-20 p er cent d u ring th e 
p ast y ear and a h alf. Gasoline for 
sch ool bu ses h as increased ov er 14 
cents p er gallon. Presently , Logan 
Elm bu ses bu rn 190,000 gallons a y ear. 
Fu el oil h as climbed ov er 12 cents a 


i^llon, and th e cost h as more th an 
d ou bled ov er th e p ast y ear. Th ere are 
sev en sch ool bu ild ings to h eat. 
Ch arges for rep air of office mach inery 
often ru n $19 p er h ou r, p ortal to p ortal! 
Increasing th e imp act of inflation is 
a law p assed two y ears ago by th e Oh io 
legislatu re, Hou se BUI 475. Th is law 
p enalizes md u stry -rich d istricts su ch 
as I/)gan Elm. Th e intent of th is law 
was to eq u alize th e tax rate th rou gh ou t 
th e state. Th e only way Logan Elm can 
raise ad d itional money is th rou gh a tax 
increase ap p rov ed by th e v oters. 
Th e sch ool board h as h ad to d eal 
with a smaller sch ool income and 
rising p rices. Th ank fu lly , th ey h av e 
maintained some op tional p rograms 
th ey consid er v ital, su ch as k in­ 
d ergarten. Kind ergarten means ex tra 
bu s rou tes, ex tra teach ers and su p ­ 
p lies. Th ey h av e relu ctantly cu t in 
oth er areas. 
Combination classes in elementary 
sch ools, larger classes with fewer 
teach er aid es, bu ild ing rep airs limited 
to emergencies, and th e p arent p u r­ 
ch ase of work book s are only some of 
th e way s th e board h as met th e crisis. 
Mu sic and art instru ctors in th e 
elementary sch ools were not reh ired . 
Book s were not u p d ated . Mu ch need ed 
sch ool bu ses were not p u rch ased . 
Retiring teach ers and teach ers leav ing 
th e d istrict were not rep laced . 
Th e I/)gan Elm Sch ool District 
Op erating I^ev y is Issu e 11 on th e 
ballot. Th e ch ild ren of th e d istrict 
d eserv e to gain p h y sical ed u cation, 
mu sic, and art teach ers in th e 
elementary sch ools. Safer bu ses and 
u p d ated tex tbook s sh ou ld be th eir 
righ t. Th ey sh ou ld regain th e in­ 
d iv id u al attention receiv ed in smaller 
classrooms. Teach ers salaries raised 
from th e lowest in th e cou nty will bring 
more q u ality teach ers to th e d istrict. 
Th e ch ild ren will continu e to receiv e 
a su p erior ed u cation with y ou r h elp on 
May 7.

lowest points in years. 


Perhaps still more out of 
balance are the graduates 
enrolled in M.A. and Ph.D. 
programs. Some of them are 
postponing completion of their 
work because the job market 
for graduate degrees has 
shrunk and the candidates 
have a fear they will be 
rejected as “overqualified.” 


That is a relatively new 
term in employment prac­ 
tices. What it means is the

More time and trials must pass 
before we see the effect of the Mitchell- 
Stans acquittals on the credibility of 
the government’s fair haired witness, 
John Dean IIL A poll indicated that 
more Americans believed Dean was 
telling the truth during the unfolding of 
the Great Scandals of the Nixon 
Administration than any other prin­ 
cipal involved, notably the President 
himself. But in the first of a number of 
related cases where his testimony will 
be vital, a New York jury has chosen 
not to believe him. 
It believed, instead, the two former 
Cabinet officers who were co­ 
defendants with the fugitive financier 
Robert Vesco, whose callous disdain 
for subpenas is matched only by that of 
another rich man, Howard Hughes. It 
believed Mitchell when he testified 
that he never never tried, really, to 
have a case against Vesco smashed in 
exchange for an illegal campaign gift 
of $200,000 to Nixon. It believed Stans 
when he said his money lapses were 
due to his worry over his sick wife, a 
defense ploy that must have appealed 
to Mitchell, too. 
In short, it believed and sent them 
from the courthouse free men — ex­ 
cept for what will be somewhat 
astronomical legal bills. Outside the 
courthouse, the TV cameras crouched, 
red eyes burning, and recorded the 
happy words of the acquitted — 
against a background of boos from 
spectators. Stans said, in effect, 
“Never again.” Mitchell, after stating 
that the first thing he was going to do 
was go someplace and buy himself a 
quiet drink, praised the jury system. 
Neither made any mention of their 
previous accusation that they couldn’t 
get a fair trial in New York because of 
“the press.”

It’s interesting that those two an­ 
tagonists in the “Kitchen Debate” of 
1959 — Khrushchev vs. Nixon — should 
be simultaneously involved in tape 
gaps.

Khrushchev’s are just 
beginning. Time Magazine, Little, 
Brown and Co., and Columbia 
University are the beneficiaries of 
miles of tape dictated bv Nikita 
Sergeyevich Khrushchev from the 
time he was bounced into the status of 
an unperson, until he died. 
But, as in the Nixon tapes, there are 
omissions. Mr. Khrushchev makes 
little or no mention of the cir­ 
cumstances surrounding his ouster, 
and only passing reference to his 
ascension to Stalin’s throne over 
Lavrenti Beria’s dead body. 
Khrushchev’s stature as a liberal, 


Russian style, will be enhanced by 
these new disclosures — which 
reached the West by devious routes 
and devices. In the solitude of what 
amounted to his house arrest, he 
mourned his role in the crushing of 
Soviet Man’s individuality. He told his 
tape recorder that he had gone along 
with the 
suppression of 
Boris 
Pasternak’s “Doctor Zhivago” (who 
was forbidden to leave the U.S.S.R. to 
receive the Nobel Prize) without 
having read the book. Almost in­ 
credibly, Khrushchev was to dictate: 
“If the book was really of low artistic 
quality (ed. note: as charged by his 
advisors) then that judgment should 
be left to the reader. Readers should be 
given a chance to make their own 
judgments; 
and 
adm inistrative 
measures, police measures, should not 
be used. In general, I think we should 
be more tolerant and extend wider 
opportunities to our creative in­ 
telligentsia.”

Dear Mr. B.: 
Bright’s disease, named after the 
doctor who first described it, refers to 
many forms of kidney disease. 
An infection of the kidney is known 
as nephritis. This exists in a variety of 
forms. Acute nephritis is an infection 
of sudden onset which, when treated 
intensively with modern antibiotics, 
can be controlled. 
If the function of the kidney is 
markedly impaired the problem 
becomes chronic and more difficult to 
treat. 
The outlook for even severe forms of 
nephritis is much brighter now than it 
formerly was. 
The kidneys play an important role 
in clearing waste products from the 
blood and excreting them in the urine. 
When kidney function is imparted, 
these harmful waste products tend to 
accumulate, and remain concentrated 
in the blood. 
The kidney machine, a remarkable 
engineering device, cleans the blood of 
these toxic poisons and keeps many 
people alive and functioning.

The university 
says at least 80 per cent of hourly 
employes must vote, and a majority of 
the 80 per cent will determine the of­ 
ficial bargaining agent. 


Students want only a majority of 
those voting to select the represent­ 
ative for student workers. 
Mrs. Black said an election could 
take place in two weeks if students 
accept the university proposal. They 
will let administrators know by Sun­ 
day if they want to resume talks Mon­ 
day, she said.

The school board has had to deal 
with a smaller school income and 
rising prices.

Kindergarten means extra 
bus routes, extra teachers and sup­ 
plies. They have reluctantly cut in 
other areas. 
Combination classes in elementary 
schools, larger classes with fewer 
teacher aides, building repairs limited 
to emergencies, and the parent pur­ 
chase of workbooks are only some of 
the ways the board has met the crisis. 
Music and art instructors in the 
elementary schools were not rehired. 
Books were not updated. Much needed 
school buses were not purchased. 
Retiring teachers and teachers leaving 
the district were not replaced

The schools “ are on the brink of 
financial crisis” and now is the time 
we will establish the level of education 
for the future. 
The district, on an austerity budget 
for the past two years, has cut ex­ 
penses as far as possible. Teachers’ 
beginning pay scale has dropped to the 
lowest in Pickaway County and is only 
3 per cent above the lowest of any 
public school system in the State of 
Ohio. 
Costs per pupil in Logan Elm Schools 
decreased $41.74 for instruction while 
all other schools in the county were 
able to increase services amounting to 
over $33.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)— More 
investigation is needed to determine 
who’s lying about who paid for and 
distributed 
unethical 
campaign 
material about U.S. Sen. Howard Met- 
zenbaum, Secretary of State Ted W. 
Brown said Thursday. 


Brown postponed a ruling on the 
allegation Thursday after listening to 
conflicting statements from at least 
seven witnesses, most of them con­ 
nected with the campaign staff of John 
G. Glenn, Metzenbaum’s opponent for 
the May 7 Democratic nomination. 


“ Somebody is lying somewhere. 
TTiere’s definitely perjury,” Brown 
said after the five-hour hearing. 
He said another hearing will be held 
probably within two weeks after the 
primary. Meanwhile, transcript’s of 
Thursday’s session will be turned over 
to the attorney general for possible 
filing of criminal charges, Brown said. 
Two former Glenn 
campaign 
workers in Mahoning County have 
accused the candidate of surreptitious 
distribution of campaign material 
linking Metzenbaum to President 
Nixon’s tax troubles and to Communist 
front groups. Neither items listed 
sources, which is against state law. 


Don L. L. Hanni Jr., formerly 
Glenn’s Mahoning County coordinator, 
told the panel of election board 
members some 500 copies of a bumper 
sticker saying “ Nixon Metzenbaum- 
Tax Consultants” were delivered to 
the Youngstown headquarters April 12. 
The delivery was made by Gary 
Vigorito, Glenn’s northeastern Ohio 
coordinator, along with instructions 
not to reveal its source, 
Hanni 
testified. 
Later, Vigorito, under oath, testified 
he knew nothing about the bumper 
stickers. He submitted a list of wit­ 
nesses whom he said could verify his 
presence in Columbus all day April 12. 
Hanni testified he at no time per­ 
sonally distributed either the bumper 
sticker nor a letter said was given him 
April 20 to circulate titled, “ New U.S. 
Senator Has Bed Front Group 
Record.” 
Hanni’s statements were sub­ 
stantiated by a fellow former cam­ 
paign worker, George Skaljac of 
Youngstown, who said he quit the 
Glenn staff April 20 in protest of the 
literature.

Sohio Blames 
Cost Of Oil 
For Gas Hikes 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )- Higher 
crude oil costs which couldn’t be 
passed along until this month were 
behind a six cents a gallon rise in the 
price of gasoline at Standard Oil Co. 
(Ohio) stations, a company official 
said Thursday. 
“Since during April our prices were 
as much as eight or nine cents a gallon 
Iowa* than some others, an objective 
analysis may show that Sohio products 
are still priced competitively,” added 
Robert G. Griffin, vice president for 
marketing. 
Sohio was able to secure more crude 
oil in April, but Federal Energy Office 
regulations kept the company from 
passing along the incresed cost, Griffin 
said. 
Griffin’s explanation accompanied 
announcement that the firm planned to 
run its refineries at 90 per cent 
capacity, promising increased sup­ 
plies of gasoline*, heating oils and 
diesel fuels for dealers in May. 
Production was to continue at the 
higher level in June and allocations. 
were to be higher than in the preceding 
three months. 
Griffin said gasoline would be 
allocated to service stations at % per 
cent of their base period volume, while 
heating oil and diesel fuel would be 
allocated at IOO per cent. 
The 
company 
announced 
the 
gasoline price rise Wednesday and 
said home heating oil would cost an 
additional seven cents a gallon, too. 
Sohio Board Chairman Charles 
Spahr told stockholders recently that 
the company expected to be able to buy 
more crude but that the company’s 
purchases would jump from 60 per 
cent to 70 per cent from foreign 
sources. That would mean inceeasing 
gasoline prices, he said.

“disgusted” and “shocked” them. 
Hanni said, however, that a stack of 
the stickers had “ mysteriously 
disappeared” from the headquarters 
office. 
William R. Brown, a school teacher 
from North lim a, testified later that 
Hanni had given him at least 20 copies 
of the bumper sticker for use in his 
state government classes. 
At the time, Brown said Hanni 
mentioned the stickers came from an 
organization “that sounded something 
like raft.” Brown said he learned later 
that RAFT is short for Rank And File 
Team, an unofficial political in­ 
formation arm of the United Steel 
Workers. 
Another Mahoning County worker, 
Gary Litch, testified that he had been 
given bumper stickers to circulate as 
early as April 9. 
But Litch denied reports that the 
materials came from RAFT. Litch’s 
father, William Litch, is head of the 
organization. 
Litch said Hanni and Skaljac had 
been unhappy with assistance they 
were getting from Glenn's state 
headquarters. 
On the night of April 20, Litch said 
Hanni and Vigorito had quarreled and 
that later, Hanni told him he had been 
offered an opportunity “ to go over to 
the other side.” 
Vigorito claimed that on that 
evening he had returned to the 
Youngstown office to find “what 
looked like a fraternity party,” and 
had fired Hanni. Vigorito said he’s 
been unhappy with Hanni’s overall 
performance as county coordinator. 
At no time prior to this had they 
made their feelings about the cam­ 
paign literature known to anyone on 
Glenn’s staff other than Vigorito, both 
Hanni and Skaljac testified. 
After the incident, the two said they 
filed a formal complaint about the 
literature with Don R. Gosney, 
Columbian County Election Board 
member and an adm inistrative 
assistant to Rep.

But the NBC undertaking is 
a small bite of air time 
compared with a marathon 
32-hour session on the tran­ 
scripts that the Washington- 
based National Public Radio 
system is offering. 
NPR, which serves 
164 
public radio stations, says 
virtually all 1,308 pages of the 
transcript President Nixon 
submitted 
the 
House 
Judiciary Committee will be 
read aloud on the air. 
Before concerned listeners 
start recommending throat 
specialists, it should be 
known that readers at six 
participating NPR stations 
will take turns at the oral 
history. 
The 32 hours won’t be con­ 
secutive, either. NPR says 
it’s being served up in 16-hour 
chunks Saturday and Sunday,

CBS aired 
an hour news special Wed­ 
nesday night, while ABC’s 
version Thursday night ran 30 
minutes. 
But the NBC undertaking is 
a small bite of air time 
compared with a marathon 
32-hour session on the tran­ 
scripts that the Washington- 
based National Public Radio 
system is offering. 
NPR, which serves 
164 
public radio stations, says 
virtually all 1,308 pages of the 
transcript President Nixon 
submitted 
the 
House 
Judiciary Committee will be 
read aloud on the air. 
Before concerned listeners 
start recommending throat 
specialists, it should be 
known that readers at six 
participating NPR stations 
will take turns at the oral 
history. 
The 32 hours won’t be con­ 
secutive, either. NPR says 
ifs being served up in 16-hour 
chunks Saturday and Sunday, 
with periodic updates on what 
transcript portion is being 
read, as well as reports on 
new developments in the 
transcript Controversy.

Radioactive 
G as Leaks 


AIKEN, S.C. (A P) — Federal and 
state investigators have been sent to 
the Savannah River Plant of the 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission 
to 
determine the cause of a radioactive 
gas leak and whether it contaminated 
the area. 


Federal investigators will probe the 
cause of the leak. Personnel from the 
state’s Department of Health and 
Environmental Control’s Division of 
Radiological Health Services are 
monitoring a 60-mile area around the 
plant to see if water, 
milk or 
vegetation has been contaminated. 


The tritium gas, manufactured from 
hydrogen, leaked Thursday because of 
a failure in a process line at the 
production facility, Michael Butler, an 
AEC spokesman, said Friday. He said 
the gas was at an altitude of about 200 
feet and presented no danger to the 
public. 


South Carolina health officials said 
they did not expect to find con­ 
centrations of radioactivity but were 
checking to be sure. They said rain 
Thursday night probably grounded 
much of the gas. 
AEC officials said some gas was still 
airborne and had been blown over the 
Atlantic Ocean by Friday night. Both 
state and local officials said there was 
little danger in the gas because it could 
only harm humans if it were inhaled or 
swallowed.
